through the entire school we^k for the 
High School, and until Friday in all the 
lower grades except firs! and second. 
as they will have no examinations, 
but will begin 
their second term’s 
work on Friday, January 20th. 
Pro­ 
motions in the first six grades will he 
made on Friday. January 20th, and on 
that day those grades will have their 
regular class work. 
Teachers in the 
first six grades will be allowed to pre­ 
pare their own schedule for exami­ 
nations and will he given four days to 
complete their work, as class work be­ 
gins on Friday. January 20th. 
In all grades and Highschool, ex 
einptiuos will be allowed to the child 
on all subjects, 
except 
English, on 
which he or she receives an average 
of 90, and whose deportment is 90. 
Teachers will be expected to report 
at the regular time, which is 8:30 in 
the morning and 12:45 in the afternoon, 
and grading of papers during school 
hours will be done at the school build­ 
ing.

BOAR’S HEAD AT CHRISTMAS 


Ancient Custom Which Is Now Be­ 
lieved to Be Observed Only at 
Oxford University. 


KINGING In the boar’s head 
at 
Yuletide 
is 
not 
cele­ 
brated 
widely 
in 
Great 
Britain today, 
and 
prob­ 
ably the only place where 
it survives with something of its old- 
time glory is Queen's college, Oxford 
university. 
The custom is believed to antedate 
Christianity; in fact, is said to have 
come 
down 
tx* Englishman 
from 
the Druids, the Detroit News recalls. 
Freya, goddess of peace and plenty. 
was always represented as riding a 
boar, and tile Druid priests are be­ 
lieved to have made yearly sacrifices 
of boars to this divinity in order to 
win ber good will. 
At 
Queens the procession of the 
boar’s head forms in the buttery. 
A 
soloist, who usually is a former stu­ 
dent of the college, heads the line. 
Behind bim march two or three broad- 
shouldered youths who bear the hoar’s 
head, mounted on a silver salver. 
In 
the old days the bead weighed aa 
much aa eighty pounds. 
Flags and pennants of the college 
flutter 
about 
the 
bead, 
which 
1a 
crowned with gilded sprays of rose­ 
mary, bay, laurel and other ever­ 
greens. 
A lemon or an orange, the 
old Norse symbol of plenty, is placed 
between the tusks. 
Behind the bearers of the salver 
march the surpliced men and boys of 
the choir and the organist In a robe 
of an Oxford doctor of mutic. 
On a dais at the end of the dining 
hall 
the 
provost and the principal 
guests stand. 
The provost says grace 
In L atin; the call to dinner is sound­ 
ed with trumpet* through the cloisters 
and the procession starts through the 
cloisters.
